Wiimineton, (Del.) 3d mo. Ist, 1850. 
On 2d month 22d, the annual meet- 


ing of the Delaware Anu-Slavery Society 
Dr. Elder, J. Miller McKim 
and Lucretia Mott had been invited, and 
gave their attendance. ‘The cousent of two- 
thirds of the City Council had been procured 
lor the use of the City Hall for the meeting 
at3P.M. ‘The Mayor and the rest of the 
City Council being very pro-slavery in their 
views, endeavored to create an impression, 
that if the meeting was permitted to take 
place, dissolution resolutions would be pre- 
sented and adopted, in which case the city 
would be in danger trom a mob. One hour 
previous to the time the meeting was adver- 
tised fo commence, our worthy Mayor called 
the Council! iogether, in order to avert the 
threatened danger; and they magnanimous- 
ly passed a unanimous voie to shut the Hall 
against us, 

We met on the steps of the City Hail, and 
adjourned the meeting to the ‘Temperance 
liall, where we had a large intelligent audi- 
Aiter reading our annual report, the 
meeting was addressed for nearly two lours 
by Dr. Elder in his happiest strain. He ask- 
ed the audience where the mob was that was 
to disturb our meeting. He invited them to 
be brought forward on the floor, and he wo'd 
promise to quel] thein without fire-arms or 
police officers. A more quiet, attentive au- 
dience I never witnessed, Our meeting was 


| adjourned to the Ceutral Buildings, to meet 


at halt-past seven. ‘The roou: was crowded. 
The interest was kept up till about 10 o’clock, 
and then adjourned to tirst day evening. ‘The 
last meeting was addressed by our iriend 
Lucretia Mott, and some others. On the 
whole, I think we abolitionists have cause to 
rejoice that we were expelled trom the Hall

cupy the Hall as advertised, undisturbed. 

In our town, there are four schools exclu- 
sively for colored cbildren. ‘Two of them 
have been kept up by donations and contri- 
butious almost exclusively from Friends.— 
Near Dover, there is a school for colored 
children kept open three or four months in 
the year. {hn no other part of our State have 
they any opportunity of acquiring school 
learning. Notwithstanding this, our laws 
are suuch more severe on the colored than 
on white persons jor the sume oifence. I 
have known a colored person charged with 
stealing a ham that could not pay two-fold 
its value, and costs of prosecution, sold as a 
servant for seven years; and i some instan- 
ces it has been done to a tather or mother of 
a tamily that have had several children. Ma- 
ny of our petty officers have no principle, 
and take up eur colered people uuder false 
pretences, Without their having offended in 


any Way, just for the suke of the paltry fees |

Behold, too, his readiness to 
make all our Postmasters slave-catchers, and to 
punish the citizens of the North for feeding the 
hungry and clothing the naked. The business 
of catching and returning the fugitive bondman 
to his tyrant master is one in which, in his 
judgment, ‘conscientions” men at the North 
should engage with ‘ alacrity—yes, that is the 
word—‘ ALACRITY'!! 

We rejoice that this infamous speeci is con- 
demned by many leading presses at the North. 
Even the Boston Atlas declares: ‘ We can- 
‘not agree with Mr. Webster; his sentiments 
‘are not our sentiments. They are not, we 
‘venture to say, the sentiments of New Eng- 
* land.” 


The Washington correspondent of the Bos- 
ton Courier, another Whig paper of high au- 
thority, says: ** We are unable te find that any 
‘Northern Whig member of Congress concurs 
‘with Mr. Webster in the propricty of estab- 
«lishing territorial governments for New Mexi-

The Pittsburgh Gazette condemns Mr. Web- 
ster’s remarks on the reclamation of slaves. It 
says: “It is not in the power of Congress to 
‘pass a law to compel a great community to 
‘violate their consciences. They may make as 
‘many laws as they please on the subject, and 
‘the moral sense of the people of the free 
‘States will render them inoperative. Thelaws 
‘of God and the dictates of humanity com- 
‘pel us to sympathize with the distressed, pant- 
‘ing, hungry fugitive from oppression; 
‘and no act of Congress can convert a commu- 
; ‘nity which abhors slavery into a socicty of 
| ‘slave catchers,”" 

On the other hand, Mr. Webster has earncd 
| the praises of John C. Calhoun, the Boston 
| Post, the Washington Union, the New York 

Ilerald, and the ILunker Democracy generally. 
| In view of this the New York Tribune hits
